The Recalcitrant Dr. McGlynn, 


The case of Dr. McGlynn in New York City, 
the eminent Catholte divine, continues to ex- 
cite a great deal of interest. His views on 
the land-question and property rights of 
wealthy citizens, s^ published in the New 
York Tribune, nizes the rules adopted 
by his superiorein church matters, hence a 
great storm of indignation has risen against 
him in some quarters. The doctrines stig- 
matized and emphatically condemned as sub- 
versive of the policy of the Catholic Charch, 
and taught by Dr. McGlynn, are as follows: 
All men are equally entitled to the use of

* justice.” He affirms that while acknowl- 
edging the right of exclusive ownership in 
all that is produced by human industry, he 
would at the same time compel those who 
enjoy exclusively a larger or cholcer portion 
of the bounties of nature, to pay to the com- 
munity an equivalent in the way of taxation, 
to the full amount of the rental val 

Ot course such an affirmation on the part 


as a man and a citizen in the late municipal 
canvass, or in other political movements. I 
deny their right to censure me, or to punish 
me for my opinions in political economy, un- 
less they can show that these opinions are 
clearly contrary to the teachings of the Chris- 
tlan religion. This they have not shown, 
and I know that they cannot show it. I have 
not appealed to Rome from the judgments of 
the Archbishop, and I have no desire to do so.

.and hardened, thrive by simulating spirits. 

The rule seems to be to take these claim- 
ants to medlamehip at their own statements, 
establish éordial social relations with them, 
endorse them as entitled to social and pro- 
fessional consideration; and then, after hav- 
ing established conditions rendering selen- 
tiic experimentation nearly impossible by un- 
fitting Investigators to deal with their friends 
as mediums, to proceed to bold "test sc- 
ances,” Inallother vocations, professlonsand 
walks of life, one ls expected to first prove 
his claim to consideration Defore being cred- 
ited in business circles or accepted as a so- 
cial equal or trusted in professional matters; 
and this often takes from ten to twenty or 
more years, Ina matter of suth transcond- 
ent importance as proving the continulty of 
Mfe beyond the ve, holding sweet com- 
munion with deaf ones who have gone out- 
from the home and whom it were the height 
of happiness once more to communicate with, 
in such a matter, should not there be observ- 
ed ut least as much care as In the petty, feet- 
Ing affairs of every day life?

In its 
narrow and technical sense Spiritualism is 
merely the affirmation of the continuity of 
life beyond the death of the physical body, 
and the ablilty of the spirit to manifest this 
continued existence-and Individual identity.
